A number of Chinese 
Community groups are plan: 
nlng legal action, against the 
CTV network for allegecj 
distortion of facts on their W5 
feature about foreign students. 
The Montreal Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee Against W5, formed to 
coordinate support efforts, will 
be taking definitive legal action 
within the next two weeks. 

The program, called 
"Campus Giveaway", was aired 
last September. The text of the 
program claimed “foreign 
students" were crowding 
“thousands of young 
Canadians" out of university 
programs, especially medical 
and technical programs, and 
showed hundreds of allegedly 
"foreign students". After In- 
vestigation, the Ad Hoc 
Committee found that all but 
two of the students were 
Canadians of Chinese descent. 



The AD Hoc Committee is 
rallying for Montreal area 
support. The Chinese Neigh- 
bourhood Association of 
Montreal, which has Joined in 
the Ad Hoc Committee's ef- 
forts, has consulted with a 
lawyer and wll be taking 
Supreme Court action within 
the next two weeks. Their 
options are a class action suit 
and an injunction calling for 
equal air time to rectify the

alleged distortions. 

Protests Involving thousands 
of studentshave already taken 
place in Toronto. Five 
University of Toronto students, 
all Canadians who appeared in 
the film, are sueing the program 
for libel. 

Siukeong Lee, co-ordinator 
of the Committee, plans to gain 
area support by showing the 
W5 film, pointing out the 
distortions, and circulating a 
petition to support their legal 
actions. It will be shown at area 
universities and CEGEPs. 

One University of Toronto 
professor called the show 
"dangerous and racist," and 
said CTV "owes the Canadian 
public an apology". A York 
professor called the program "a 
classic example of the way 
prejudice can be created by the 
media". 

The Concordia, McGill and 
Dawson Chinese Student 
Associations each have one 
representative on the Ad Hoc 
Committee. The Concordia 
group, 300 strong, will decide 
tonight on possible legal ac- 
tion. Chee Chon Fung, external 
vp, would like to see other 
ethnic student groups par- 
ticipate in the support 
movement. 

After gathering area support, 
the Ad Hoc Committee plans to 
stage a mass rally In mid- to 
late-Aprll.

The Joint Management 
Committee has decided to lay 
off four Gertrude's Pub em- 
ployees In an effort to avert a 
projected $40,000 deficit in the 
Students' Society budget. 

The layoffs, which will be in 
effect by Monday, were pas- 
sed along with other staff 
reductions and price In- 
creases projected to save an 
estimated $14,000. 

Layoffs In the pub were 
based on seniority and mean a 
50 per cent cutback in staff, 
"we're going to have some 
major service problems," said 
food and beverage manager 
John Pslharls, "but we’ll have 
to live with It." 

Sadie’s Box Office will also 
be laying off some part time 
student staff and reducing 
hours. Price Increases In gum, 
candy and cigarettes at Sa- 
die's were also approved. 

The 10 member Joint Man- 
agement Committee, which 
allocates Students’ Society 
funds, will present these mo- 
tions to the Students’ Council 
on Wednesday.. 

The committee vetoed a 
motion to charge groups for 
room and table bookings. A 10 
per cent across the board 
increase In cafeteria food and 
pizza prices was also vetoed. 

However, Executive Director 
Ron Lerman noted that the 
Increase could still be a 
possibility if the Students’ 
Society dues Increase is not 
passed. "We’re cutting down 
to the bare bone now,” said 
Lerman. "With these cutbacks 
we’re asking almost Inhumane 
things of the employees 
remaining." 



"We can't- go on like this 
next year," said Lerman. 
"These are emergency meas- 
ures to reduce the budget 
deficit." 

The $40*000 budget deficit 
Is due to "inflation and over- 
optimistic budgeting last 
spring," added Lerman. "We 
got taken to the cleaners on 
the Inflationary spiral." 



The vending machine busi- 
ness also generated revenue 
far behind budget because of 
unexpected initial costs. 
"Developing a new business 
takes time," said Lerman. "If 
we have a deficit this year, the 
Students' Society will be bet- 
ter off three years from now 
when the vending machine 
business starts paying off."

The CBU also discussed' 
means of responding to the 
University Planning Commis- 
sion Report, "Planning for a 
Small University". 

The report calls for the 12 
faculties of McGill to prepare 
plans to scale down their 
faculty budgets by 15 percent 
over the next five years, In 
anticipation of declining enrô- 
lement and government cut- 
backs. 

The projected declines in 
enrollment for this year 
haven't been realized, Orr 
said. 

“The Srnaller University Re- 
port is of extreme signifi- 
cance. It Implies the 
deterioration of education and 
implies an Increasingly autho- 
ritarian stance by the 
administration".- 

The CBU struck a sub- 
committee to criticize the 
Smaller University Report. All 
agreed that different sectors 
of the McGill community be 
made aware of this subcomm- 
mlttee and contribute In 
developing a counter-report. 

Professor Boule commented 
that cutbacks In the past have 
been extreme and that “we’re 
getting to a critical point 
where we just won’t be able to 
fulfill the Job." 

"The report Is self-fulfilling, 
It gives directives on how 
faculties can commit suicide. 
We should start attacking 
such reports at their roots 
rather than at their conclu- 
sions", one committee mem- 
ber commented.

Tlje turmoil In El Salvador is 
likely to erupt Into a full scale 
revolution, according to former 
El Salvador Public Welfare 
Minister Alfredo Monge. 

"The government Is no lon- 
ger able to govern, and the 
people are no longer willing to 
be governed by the present 
administration," Monge told a 
small audience at McGill's 
■ Leacock building Tuesday 
■° afternoon. 

| Monge,- a former law profes- 

sor at jhe University of El 
i Salvador,- joined the govern- 
s ment ag* Minister of Public 
s Welfare after a military coup In 
o October 1979. 

s Soon, however, he became 
"disenchanted with the Inabili- 
ty or unwillingness" of the new 
. administration to carry out re- 
forms. 

On December 31, 1979 
Monge and all the other civi- 
lian members of the cabinet 
resigned. 

Since then the government 
has been run by the military. 

Monge traced the evolution 
of the present crisis back to 
Its nineteenth century roots. 

"The peasants and workers 
have traditionally been denied 
access to the political pro- 
cess by the oligarchs," he

It has some 1,600 partici- 
pants from more than 50 
countries represented and 
both the natural and social 
sciences are represented in 
this unofficial organization. 

The general aim of the 
Pugwash Movement Is, how- 
ever, to provide a forum for 
communication between sci- 
entists of all nations to 
discuss “highly controversial 
matters, often of a military or 
political nature, by finding a 
common approach based on 
scientific objectivity and mu- 
ual respect. 

“Its goal Is to bring scien- 
tists to an awareness of “their 
moral duty to help reduce and, 
when possible, eliminate the 
actual and potential harmful 
effects" of science and tech- 
nology, and to foster the applU 
cation of knowledge for con- 
structive purposes and the 
welfare of mankind. 

The Pugwash Movement 
was founded in 1957, in res- 
ponse to a manifesto Issued In 
1955 by Albert Einstein and 
Bertrand Russell and nine 
other eminent scientists. The 
manifesto called for an ap- 
praisal by scientists of "the 
dangers that have arisen as a 
result of the development of 
weapons of mass destruc- 
tion." 

The first Pugwash confer- 
ence on science and world 
affairs brought 20 scientists 
from 10 countries to the town 
of Pugwash, Nova Scotia, in 
order to promote communica- 
tion between scientists, and 
todevlse'strategles of disarm- 
ament. 

Although arms control 
remains one of Its prime 
concerns, the movement has 
broadened its activities to 
include mosf pertinent prob- 
lems linked to development 
and security. The latest Pug- 
wash conference, held In 
Mexico last summer, focused 
on the problems of political, 
social and economic develop- 
ment In the Third World, energy 
strategies In developing coun- 
tries and the sources of 
conflict and International ten- 
sion. Other problems that have 
received the attention of Pug- 
wash are those of environ- 
mental deterioration, the de- 
pletion of natural resources 
and population growth. 

Pugwash has been highly 
successful In providing chan- 
nels of communication be- 
tween scientists, in Identify- 



Open letter from 
Pugwash 

February 5, 1980 
Dear Faculty Member or 
Student 

I am writing to ask for your 
help In establishing a new 
national student organization. 

As you may know, the Pug- 
wash Movement was sparked 
by a manifesto issued by 
Bertrand Russell and Albert 
Einstein in 1955 calling upon 
the scientists of the world to 
meet at a conference to 
discuss and appraise the 
threat of nuclear weapons. 
The first of these conferences 
was sponsored by Cyrus 
Eaton, and It took place in the 
small town of Pugwash, Nova 
Scotia, In 1957. Since then, 
this Informal movement has 
grown considerably, and Its 
perspective has broadened to 
include the sources of Inter- 
national conflict ctnd the res- 
ponsibilities of scientists in 
society. 

Last June, I was the sole 
Canadian to attend the first 
Student Pugwash Conference 
on Science and Ethical Res- 
ponsibility held In San Diego. I 
was Inspired by the enthusiasm 
of the student and faculty 
participants and also by the 
theme of the conference. In 
today’s world, the scientist 
often plays a pivotal role In 
social change, yet the moral 
responsibility of this role is 
frequently overlooked. Work 
that might pose ethical pro- 
blems for the scientist ranges 
from recombinant DNA re- 
search to designing nuclear 
missile guidance systems, 
from the development of new 
pesticides to drafting Intelli- 
gence tests. Among students, 
there Is great scope for a 
discussion of these ethical 
Issues. With the support of the 
senior Pugwash organization 
In Canada, I decided that I 
would try to encourage this 

Ing major problems arising 
from technological innovation 
and in directing attention to 
them before they reach a 
dangerous stage. Among Its 
foremost achievements are Its 
studies which set the ground- 
work for the nuclear test-ban 
treaty, the non-proliferation 
treaty, and the convention on 
the prohibition of the develop- 
ment, production and stock- 
piling of bacteriological and 
toxin weapons and on their 
destruction. This ,, convention 
was ratified by the United 
Nations In 1971. ' 

Pugwash continues to pro- 
vide discussions of and reso- 
lutions on, the critical Issues 
of the arms race such as 
SALT, arms control and che- 
mical warfare, with the ulti- 
mate goal of general and 
complete disarmament. 
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discussion by establishing a 
Canadian Student Pugwash 
group. 

The goals of Canadian 
Student Pugwash are: 

—to establish a network of 
young social and natural sci- 
entists across Canada who 
are concerned about the ethi- 
cal Issues relevant to their 
work; 

—to promote an educational 
discussion of these Issues 
between young and older 
scientists through correspon- 
dence, workshops, and con- 
ferences; and 

—to encourage scientists out- 
side the organization to consi- 
der the ethical implications of 
their work. 

As part of a program to 
establish a network of con- 
tacts, this letter has been 
mailed to department heads, 
senior administrators, profes- 
sors, and students throughout 
the Canadian university com- 
munity. I hope that you can 
pass the word along to those 
students and professors who 
might be • Interested in 
participating in Canadian Stu- 



dent Pugwash, asking them to 
forward their names and 
addresses to me. Participa- 
tion by professors Is very 
important: although most of 
the organizational work will be 
done by students, I hope that 
Interested professors can 
maintain the momentum of 
Canadian Student Pugwash 
from year to year. Too often 
student organizations stagger 
along because there Is little 
continuity In their member- 
ships. 

In one or two months, I will 
send a letter to all those 
people who have expressed an 
interest In Canadian Student 
Pugwash with information on 
possible future programs and 
funding, and details on the 
response to this campaign.

The International activities 
of Pugwash are organized by 
the Pugwash Council based In 
London. Specific themes con- 
ferences and symposia are 
the responsibility of autono- 
mous national Pugwash 
groups. All these groups are 
funded through private and 
corporate donations. 

These autonomous branch- 
es of the Pugwash movement 
are also concerned with ad- 
dressing more general Issues 
and a broader portion of the 
scientific community. In an 
attempt to “reach out" to the 
academic community in Can- 
ada, the Canadian Pugwash' 
group organized a public con- 
ference's year ago, that re- 
ceived extensive media cover- 
age, In order to promote a 
better knowledge of the ob- 
jectives and work of Pugwash. 

The Pugwash Movement 
took on a new dimension with 
the creation of a student 
Pugwash Movement In the US 
and a similar Canadian move- 
ment Is in the making. These 
bodies are considering speci- 
fically the problem of scien- 
tific and ethical responsibility. 

The first US student Pug- 
wash Conference gathered 80 
student delegates In San 
Diego last summer with a 
fourfold aim: 

1) to sensitize studènts, both 
scientists and humanists, to 
the ethical Issues surroun- 
ding their work 

2) to provide an opportunity for 
students to discuss their con- 
cerns' with senior scientists 
and humanists 

3) to provide a model for a 
training ground for future lead- 
ers in a technological society 

4) to prepare and disseminate 
curricular materials based on 
conference presentations on a 
variety of topics. The confer- 
ence, deemed largely a suc- 
cess, has set the stage for a 
number of future Pugwash 
Initiatives. 



Moot Court to test narcotics law

Canadian law is unclear as to 
what the Crown must prove in 
order to secure a narcotics 
conviction, says Patrice 
Abrioux, an organizer of this 
Saturday's Quebec Bar Prize 
Moot; 

Four McGill law students will 
appear before Supreme Court 
Justice Julien Chouinard and 
two Quebec Court of Appeal 
judges tomorrow In a mock 
appeal case concerning nar- 
cotics possession. 

As the case will show, the 
legal definition of a narcotic 



permits a person found in 
possession of a dangerous 
drug to plead "mistake of fact" 
on the grounds that he thought 
it to be a non-narcotic such as 
mescalln, which falls under 
the jurisdiction of Food and 
Act. While It is Illegal to traffic 
such a drug, simple possession, 
is not a punishable offence. 

Abrioux said thaï In such a 
case the onus Is on the Crown 
to- prove that the defendant’s 
claim is untrue, or that the 
quantity In question was so 
large that the accused could 
only have Intended to engage In 



trafficking. 

“Similar cases have gone In 
different directions," said 
Abrioux. 

The four students, John 
Dickie and Dean Allatt' 
representing the defence, and 
Norman Baccal and Leo Car- 
della for the Crown, will be 
competing for the prestigious 
Quebec Bar Prize. The winners 
will receive a monetary award 
contributed by the Montreal Bar 
Association.
